Unionville for years had a popula- 


tion of 1,200 or 1,400, and was one of 
the many prosperous mining towns of 
Nevada. The Arizona mine alone gave 
employment to about 200 men in vari 
ous capacities. There were churches 
and schools and everybody had more 
or leas money. There is more ore in 
sight in the mine at the present time 
according to the estimates of Mr. Car- 
uiichael, who is a practical miner and 
assayer, than ever before, bat at the 
present prioe of silver the ore cannot 
be worked except at a loss. There are 
many other mines at Unionville, but 
with few exceptions they do not con- 
tain gold enough to pay. If silver 
brought even one dollar _au ounce, 
Unionville would to-day have a pros- 
perous population of 1,500 or 2,000, and 
it is only one of many mining camps 
in Humboldt and other counties in 
Central, Eastern and Southern Nevada 
which are now nearly deserted, ol 
which the same may be truthfully 
said.

The date for the evacuation of Port 


Rico by the Spanish troops has bee 
fixed for'Ootober 10. In case of failur 
the United States Commissioners are 
to take possession of the government 


The Spaniards are expected to evac- 


uate Cuba by December 1. (If they fail 
to do so the United States will immedi- 
ately thereafter take possession of the 
government. If it is found impossible 
to secure transportation for the Span- 
lib troops before the dates fixed they 
may be permitted to go into temporary 
quarters until transports can be se- 
cured to take tbem to Spain. It is not 
probable that the Paris Peace Commis- 
sion will make any different arrange- 
ments relating to the evacuation of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The Spaniards 
•will have to leave those islands and 
the Unites States will assume absolute 
control of them. 
Porto Rico will 


doubtless like the Hawaiian Islands, 
become an American Territory and 
that ia almost certain to be the case in 
Cuba, ultimately, as the insurgents are 
becoming bandits and are apparently 
Incapable of maintaining a state gov- 
ernment. 


THB Minnesota State troops have 


left for the scene of the Indian upris- 
ing in that State, which is reported to 
be growing worse, although the Fed- 
eral and State authorities claim they 
bare it well in hand and they are now 
working in harmony. 


THE yellow fever situation in Mis- 


sissippi is growing rapidly worse and 
cool weather ia anxiously looked for to 
abate the disease. It is feared that 
unless this relief comes the whole 
State will become infected. 


MR. CHAMBEBLAIN, Secretary of the 


British Colonies, who is now visiting 
America, is reported as saying that an 
alliance between Great Britain, Amer- 
ica aud Canada, will be invulnerable.

The Bullion and Exchange Bank of 


Carson and the two Reno banks will 
reduce the rate of interest on time 
certificates of deposit from 4 to 8 per 
cent per annum, commencing October 
1st, 1898. The banks find this action 
necessary, as they report a large in- 
crease in deposits and less demand for 
money. 


The above item indirectly points to 


the stagnation of business caused by 
the suspension of mining in Nevada. 
It is a remarkable state of things when 
money, which ought to be in the chan- 
nels of trade, seeks safety in bank 
vaults, drawing a low rate of interest. 
It may be remarked that when tbore 
are large deposits in banks it ia a sign 
that the people are prosperous, The 
reverse of this is true. When money 
flows Into banks and is congested 
there, it is a sure sign that investments 
In property are unprofitable. The 
money In banks ia deposited by those 
who formerly invested in property end 
enterprises, thus giving work to the 
masses. Now It is found abbolotely 
impossible to use money profitably 
while property is falling. Under free 
coinage, prices would constantly rise 
and money would be eagerly invested 
in property of nil kinds, because a 
profit could be made by so doing. The 
gold standard, which the Republican 
party declares must be preserved, ia 
responsible for the suspension of min- 
ing in a hundred silver producing 
camps in Nevada, and the consequent 
depopulation of those places. It ia 
also responsible for the dismantling of 
the Mint, which means its ultimate 
closure and a loss of thousands an- 
nually to Carson business men.
